FAQ  #  56  Anything  special  about  Field  Day  traffic  I 
should  know?  There  are  two  good  ways  to  earn  bonus 
points  with  traffic  on  Field  Day.  Rule  7.3.5.  allows  for 
100  bonus  points  for  originating  a  message  to  the  Section 
Manger  (W9IXG)  or  Section  Emergency  Coordinator 
(KB9ENO).  The  message  should  be  in  National  Traffic 
System  (NTS)  style.  It  should  include  the  club  name,  num¬ 
ber  of  participants,  Field  Day  location,  and  number  of 
ARES  operators  involved  with  your  station.  The  message 
must  be  transmitted  during  the  Field  Day  period  and  a  fully 
serviced  copy  of  it,  in  standard  ARRL  NTS  fonnat,  must 
be  included  in  your  submission,. 

Not  only  that!  If  your  FD  station  handles  a  FD  mes¬ 
sage  during  the  event,  you  can  add  10  bonus  point  for  each 
message  you  relay  up  to  100  points.  That  means  handling  a 
message  is  equal  to  working  ten  more  stations!  Copies  of 
those  messages  should  be  included  with  your  log  as  well. 

Obviously,  trained  traffic  handlers  will  do  this  more 
easily,  but  it  could  be  an  excellent  learning  opportunity  - 
especially  for  newer  Hams. 

I  hope  to  hear  lots  of  traffic  being  handled  on  Field 
Day.  After  all,  one  of  the  main  objects  is  to  operate  in 
abnonnal  situations  in  less  than  optimal  conditions  with  an 
emphasis  on  developing  skills  to  meet  the  challenges  of

FAQ  #  57  What  can  we  learn  from  public  service 
events?  Every  foot  race,  charity  walk,  bike  ride,  weather 
event,  or  county  fair  to  which  Hams  give  communications 
support  yields  a  lot  of  valuable  experience.  A  two-meter 
net  teaches  net  discipline.  It’s  a  practice  field  for  concen¬ 
trated  listening.  It’s  a  low-risk  occasion  for  new  net  con¬ 
trol  stations.  It  can  include  chances  for  relays,  use  of  break 
tags,  careful  but  quick  decisions,  and  especially  the  use  of 
concise  wording. 

True,  we  enjoy  communicating.  That’s  why  we’re 
Hams.  We  like  to  converse  about  almost  any  topic. 

There’s  even  a  Rag  Chewer’s  Club.  But  when  nets  are  in 
session  to  perform  their  main  function,  it’s  not  a  time  for 
visiting.  Short,  meaningful  transmissions  are  the  order  of 
the  day. 

Use  every  occasion  to  volunteer  and  encourage  oth¬ 
ers  to  as  well.  It  will  sharpen  your  operating  skills. 

Public  service  events  also  allow  us  to  interact  with 
non-Hams,  to  demonstrate  what  we  do  and  how  much  fun 
it  is.  These  events  are  good  for  us,  good  for  the  served 
agency,  and  good  for  the  hobby.

No.  131.  USB 

USB  stands  for  Universal  Serial  Bus,  and 
is  a  darned  neat  thing.  Virtually  every  PC  sold 
today  has  four  or  more  USB  ports  built  into  the 
motherboard  (though  not  all  machines  have 
four  external  ports),  so  it  is  more  or  less  a  stan¬ 
dard  in  the  industry.  This  external  connection 
to  the  PC  was  designed  so  that  a  device  plugged 
into  it  could  be  recognized  and  treated  as  a  Plug 
and  Play  device.  You  no  longer  need  special 
ports  or  special  I/O  (input/output)  cards  with 
devices  that  are  designed  for  USB.  Just  plug  in 
the  device  while  the  machine  is  running  and  it 
is  recognized.  Oh  yes,  you  may  need  to  install 
drivers  so  the  computer  can  interact  with  it,  but 
it  will  be  recognized  immediately  without  the 
need  to  reboot  or  do  a  special  setup.  USB  is 
therefore  said  to  be  “hot-swappable”,  which 
means  you  can  plug  a  device  in  while  the  com¬ 
puter  is  running.  However,  with  at  least  some 
devices,  you  need  to  tell  the  OS  (Operating 
System)  when  you  are  going  to  unplug  it. 

Another  advantage  to  USB  is  that  up  to 
127  devices  may  be  connected  to  a  single  bus, 
and  it  takes  only  a  single  IRQ  (Interrupt  Re¬ 
quest  line).  Of  course,  if  you  plug  127  devices 
in,  things  will  slow  down  somewhat  since  they 
all  share  the  same  bandwidth. 

USB  uses  only  four  wires.  You  can’t 
ordinarily  see  the  wires  inside  a  USB  cable,  but 
if  you  could,  a  red  wire  supplies  bus  power. 
White  is  data  minus,  green  is  data  plus,  and 
black  is  ground.  I  suppose  you  could  consider 
the  shielding  on  the  cable  as  a  fifth  wire,  but  it 
acts  only  as  a  drain  and  carries  no  signals  or 
power.  Simple  enough. 

USB  carries  data  (on  the  green  and  white 
wires)  in  a  serial  fashion,  as  the  name  implies. 
The  data  goes  down  the  wire  much  like  a  sin¬ 
gle-file  line  of  people  moving  into  a  movie 
theater.  This  is  different  from  a  parallel  cable, 
such  as  used  by  many  printers.  In  a  parallel 
cable  there  are  typically  8  data  wires,  and  the 
line  at  the  movie  theater  is  8  people  wide,  mov¬ 
ing  into  the  lobby  shoulder  to  shoulder.  Hence 
the  name  parallel.  Sure,  you  can  move  data 
faster  with  a  parallel  setup  (8  people  reach  the 
lobby  door  at  a  time,  whereas  with  serial,  only 
one  reaches  the  lobby  door).  But  parallel  archi¬ 
tecture  suffers  from  skew  and  jitter,  sort  of  like 
the  8  people  who  are  shoulder  to  shoulder 
bumping  into  each  other.  This  results  in  some 
of  the  8  reaching  the  lobby  door  very  slightly 
sooner  or  later  than  others,  which  certainly 
matters  if  you  try  to  increase  the  speed  (asking 
people  to  run  instead  of  walk).  The  faster  the 
data,  the  more  a  person  is  likely  to  be  out  of 
kilter  with  the  other  7.  Not  a  problem  with 


serial  data,  since  only  one  person  reaches  the 
door  at  a  time.  If  you  ask  everyone  to  run,  it  is 
not  likely  to  mess  up  the  data  that  reaches  the 
lobby.  The  whole  point  is  that  it  is  easier  to 
increase  the  speed  of  serial  data,  and  more  diffi¬ 
cult  with  parallel.  Serial  cables  are  smaller,  too 
(fewer  wires)  and  less  expensive.  Also,  with 
only  two  data  wires  in  serial  (data  plus  and  data 
minus),  there  is  less  chance  of  crosstalk  - 
bleeding  of  the  data  from  one  wire  into  another. 
The  chance  is  four  times  as  great  in  a  parallel 
cable,  with  8  data  wires. 

USB  moves  data  pretty  quickly.  If  you 
have  an  older  computer  with  USB  1.1,  data  can 
be  moved  over  the  cable  at  1.5  megabytes  per 
second.  The  newer  USB  2.0  (“High  Speed 
USB”)  can  move  data  up  to  60  megabytes  per 
second,  which  works  out  to  nearly  30  times  the 
rate  of  an  old  printer  (parallel)  port.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  the  Windows  2000  Professional  installation 
files  (4,010  files,  204  MB)  would  take  about 
3.4  seconds  to  transfer  from  one  place  to  an¬ 
other  over  USB  2.0.  That’s  moving! 

There  is  another  even  faster  port  -  Fire¬ 
Wire  (also  called  IEEE  1394  or  i.Link).  The 
latest  version  moves  data  at  about  100  mega¬ 
bytes  per  second  (compared  to  60  for  USB). 
However,  Intel  largely  developed  USB  and  has 
put  USB  support  in  all  its  chipsets  since  1996. 
Few  motherboard  chipsets  include  FireWire,  so 
it  has  to  be  added  at  extra  cost,  plus  a  royalty 
per  machine  to  Apple  Computer,  the  developer. 
Therefore,  FireWire  is  not  nearly  as  popular  as 
USB.  But  it  does  have  a  market,  particularly  in 
video  (camcorders  and  the  like).  Another  ad¬ 
vantage  of  FireWire  was  that  you  could  connect 
two  peripherals  together  without  a  PC  in  be¬ 
tween.  Thus,  you  could  connect  two  compliant 
cameras  together  and  transfer  pictures  between 
them,  without  any  intervening  PC.  However,  at 
the  end  of  2001,  the  new  USB  On-The-Go  stan¬ 
dard  was  released  which  permitted  this  for  USB 
as  well. 

If  you  have  one  or  more  older  peripherals 
that  you  want  to  use  with  the  USB  ports  on 
your  newfangled  computer,  there  are  adapters. 
Some  look  just  like  cables,  but  they  may  well 
have  electronics  built  into  the  connectors  on 
one  or  another  end.  You  can  get: 

•  USB  to  serial 

•  USB  to  parallel  (printers  only) 

•  USB  to  SCSI 

•  USB  to  keyboard  and  mouse 

•  USB  to  Ethernet 

•  USB  to  video  and/or  TV 

•  USB  to  USB  -  a  direct  connect  ca¬ 
ble  for  networking  two  computers. 

Some  of  the  computers  sold  today  do  not 


have  serial,  parallel,  keyboard  or  mouse  con¬ 
nectors  on  the  back,  and  they  no  longer  have  a 
floppy  controller  built  into  the  motherboard. 
Everything,  including  a  floppy  drive,  must  be 
plugged  into  the  USB  port.  Those  computers 
usually  have  four  or  even  more  USB  connec¬ 
tors,  to  take  over  the  job  of  the  older  ports. 

My  personal  use  for  USB  is  largely  with 
those  incredibly  useful  “keychain  drives”  or 
“flash  drives”,  little  baubles  you  plug  into  a 
USB  port  to  send  data  to  or  from  the  PC.  I 


purchased  one  (19May06)  from  Office  Depot 
for  $39.99,  minus  a  $10  mail-in  rebate,  making 
my  cost  under  $30,  not  counting  tax  or  postage 
for  the  rebate.  It  holds  1  gigabyte  of  data!  It 
comes  with  a  lanyard,  and  I  wore  it  around  my 
neck  at  Field  Day  this  year,  backing  up  the 
logging  data  from  time  to  time  at  the  Ozaukee 
Radio  Club’s  FD  site.  Plus,  it  already  contains 
all  the  logging  software  needed  for  our  five 
networked  logging  stations.  Maybe  I  will  put 
Windows  2000  Professional  on  it,  too!  Amaz¬ 
ing!  Happy  computing!

I  know  in  Waterford, 
where  1  live  (SE  WI),  it  was  38  and  sunny 
at  10  AM,  during  WIQP  there  was  heavy 
static,  and  when  WIQP  ended  at  7  PM 
and  I  checked  the  radar,  I  saw  lots  of  red 
and  yellow  blotches  denoting  heavy 
weather  moving  thru,  with  its  included 
high  static  levels,  so  I  know  WX  played  a 
part  in  2006  WIQP. 

EXCITING  YEAR 

This  year  we  had  two  new  single 
operators  who  never  won  WIQP  before, 
find  the  formula  to  put  themselves  in  the 
best  single  operators  winners  seat,  the 
highest  level  possible,  and  of  course,  earn 
a  nice  plaque  for  each  of  them,  which  I 
am  sure  they  will  display  proudly. 

HIGH  LEVEL  OF  ACTIVITY 

We  received  240  logs  this  year, 
which  while  not  a  record,  is  just  8  logs 
less  than  our  all  time  high.  125  of  those 
were  electronic.  We  had  all  72  Wisconsin 
counties,  all  50  states  and  1 1  of  our  Cana¬ 
dian  Provinces  show  up  in  the  logs  (no 
LAB  or  NWT  were  found).  When  I 
started  entering  the  data  from  the  logs 
into  our  database,  I  was  rather  surprised. 
After  just  six  logs  entered,  1  had  already 
seen  67  of  72  WI  counties,  and  32  states. 
After  log  number  18,  I  had  72  counties 
and  48  states.  By  log  58  I  had  all  50 
states.  Only  N9KI,  the  Bay  Area  Wireless 
multi-  multi  station,  worked  all  50  states  - 
and  they  had  68  counties,  the  highest 
number  for  any  station.  From  out-of-state, 
K9EU  (IL)  managed  to  work  65  counties. 
I  found  46  mobile/portable  callsigns  in 
the  electronic  logs,  of  which  38  submitted 
entries.  We  had  14  Minnesota  Wireless 
Association  members  participate  in 
WIQP,  five  of  them  operating  mobile 
from  within  Wisconsin.  Collectively,  the 
14  scored  547,413  points,  all  on  our  be¬ 
half,  which  put  3256  total  Qs  in  others 
logs,  2776  CW  and  480  phone.  I  sure 
thank  them  for  that  effort.  I  also  need  to 
mention  W9YV,  who  operated  as  a  multi- 
multi  fixed  station,  but  somehow  man¬ 
aged  to  forget  to  send  their  entry  in  until 
the  last  week  in  May.  As  a  check  log, 
they  did  a  bang  up  job,  with  363  CW  Qs, 
350  phone  Qs,  and  101  multipliers  for  a 
final  score  of  163,014,  certainly  one  of 
the  best  check  logs  1  have  seen  in  my  20 
years  of  doing  the  WIQP  data.  I  want  to 
thank  them  for  their  efforts  on  our  behalf 
also. 

Mobile  activity  was  good  too.  We 
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had  36  WI  mobiles  enter,  27  as  single 
operator  (8  of  those  were  Single  Operator 
Technicians  that  operated  mobile),  5  as 
multi  op  and  4  as  multi-  multi  op.  Collec¬ 
tively  they  put  1,189,337  points  in  other 
participant's  logs,  consisting  of  8,196 
total  Qs  -  5,274  CW  and  2,922  on  phone. 
Eldon,  W1END  (NH)  commented 
“thanks  to  the  mobiles,  things  went  by 
fast.”  Joel,  NA4K  (TN)  said  our  "  good 
showing  from  the  mobiles  made  this  fin. 
"  Don,  W0EAR  (portable  WI)  said 
“thanks  to  the  mobiles,  as  I  worked  some 
of  them  several  times  in  different  coun¬ 
ties.”  Pete,  K2PS  (NJ)  worked  mobiles 
N0IJ  for  14  Qs,  NN9K  for  12  Qs,  W9HB 
for  11  Qs,  W9MSE  for  10  Qs,  W0ZQ  for 

10  Qs,  NE9U  for  9  Qs,  N9NE  for  9  Qs, 
N0UR  for  8  Qs,  AF9T  for  8  Qs  and 
WI9WI  for  5  Qs. 

This  year  our  240  entries  consisted 
of  145  from  within  Wisconsin  and  95 
outside.  We  had  3  Canadian  Provinces 
enter,  and  DX  entries  from  Bulgaria,  It¬ 
aly,  the  Netherlands  and  Portugal.  Within 
Wisconsin  we  had  88  entries  in  our  Sin¬ 
gle  Operator  Fixed  category,  19  in  the 
Single  Operator  Mobile  category,  15  in 
the  Single  Operator  Technician  category, 

11  in  the  Multi  Operator  Fixed  category, 
5  in  the  Multi  Operator  Mobile  category, 
2  in  the  Multi  Operator  Multi  Transmitter 
Fixed  category,  4  in  the  Multi  Operator 
Multi  Transmitter  Mobile  category,  and  1 
in  the  Multi  Operator  Technician  cate¬ 
gory.  No  entries  were  received  for  the 
Single  Operator  Novice  category.  Out-of- 
state  we  had  entries  from  32  states.  In  our 
Single  Operator  WI  top  ten  scores,  we 
found  5  fixed  entries  and  5  mobile  entries 
-  first  was  N0IJ  mobile  (who  came  from 
Duluth),  second  was  W0EAR  fixed  port¬ 
able  (who  came  from  MN  to  operate  from 
Burnett  County),  third  was  WA9TZE 
fixed,  fourth  was  W9XT  fixed,  fifth  was 
N9NE  mobile,  sixth  was  KB90WD 
fixed,  seventh  was  NN9K  mobile  (who 
came  from  Colona  IL),  eighth  was 
W9MSE  mobile,  ninth  was  N0UR  mobile 
(who  came  from  NW  of  the  twin  cities  in 
MN)  and  tenth  was  W9LO.  Certainly 
high  fixed  and  mobile  activity  was  a  part 
in  2006  WIQP. 

LOWER  SCORES  -  NO  NEW 
RECORDS 

Perhaps  it  is  because  we  are  in  the 
near  or  at  the  bottom  of  the  sun  spot  cy¬ 
cle,  or  perhaps  due  to  the  weather  this 
year,  some  other  item,  or  a  combination 
of  items,  upon  reviewing  this  years  scores 
against  past  years,  I  definitely  see  lower 
scores.  As  a  result,  there  were  no  new 
records  set  in  our  standing  records  list.

Incumbent  SMs  in  four  other  ARRL 
sections  faced  no  opposition  this  election 
cycle  and  were  declared  elected  for  new 
terms:  Jim  Sellers,  K9ZBM,  Indiana;  Bill 
Woodhead,  N1KAT,  Maine;  Paul  Gayet, 
AA1SU,  Vermont,  and  Don  Michalski, 
W9IXG,  Wisconsin. 

Two-year  terms  for  all  successful 
candidates  begin  on  July  1.

We  did  have  some  problems  this  year. 
First,  we  had  an  email  log  submission  ad¬ 
dress  problem.  We  changed  our  email  ad¬ 
dress  this  year.  We  did  not  follow  thru  and 
change  the  "other  address"  we  have  as  part 
of  the  electronic  log  submission  informa¬ 
tion  on  our  website.  As  a  result,  when  peo¬ 
ple  tried  to  submit  to  the  "other  address," 
they  were  rejected.  We  apologize  for  that 
error.  Second,  we  got  a  number  of  entries 
without  complete  information  on  them, 
such  as  no  address  included,  no  log  in¬ 
cluded  with  the  entry  (just  a  summary 
sheet),  multiple  operator  entries  without  all 
the  names  and  callsigns  included,  power 
level  unknown,  etc.  We  find  that  interest¬ 
ing.  We  think  that  tells  us  we  need  to  do  a 
better  job  with  the  information  we  have  on 
our  website  for  log  submission.  We  are 
going  to  do  a  complete  rewrite  of  that  in¬ 
formation,  to  make  it  easier  to  understand. 
That  should  help  a  lot,  not  only  with  infor¬ 
mation  missing,  but  also  with  the  total  in¬ 
formation  we  need  to  process  logs.  Third, 
we  continue  to  find  a  wide  variation  on  the 
format  that  electronic  logs  use.  It  would  be 
nice  if  all  the  logging  programs  were  simi¬ 
lar,  so  we  do  not  have  to  spend  so  much 
time  trying  to  get  our  computer  to  import 
the  logs.  We  would  hope  that  we  can  fix 
that  too.  Fourth,  dupes.  We  find  a  lot  of 
logs  contain  dupes.  While  we  understand 
that  the  big  contest  sponsors  allow  that, 
perhaps  because  they  have  contest  scoring 
software,  it  causes  us  a  lot  of  time  spent 
eliminating  those  dupes.  Perhaps  we  could 
ask  that  entries  be  gone  over  before  being 
submitted  to  eliminate  those  dupes  ?  Fifth. 
We  got  a  lot  of  repeat  emails  this  year  ask¬ 
ing  if  a  log  had  been  received.  It  would 
sure  be  nice  if  we  could  find  a  sort  of  con¬ 
test  robot,  like  other  big  contest  sponsors 
have.  Any  suggestions? 

Lastly,  we  continue  to  do  beta  testing 


on  electronic  entries.  This  year  we  think  we 
got  a  good  number  of  better  logs  than  in 
past  years,  allowing  for  the  comments 
above.  It  is  so  nice  to  be  able  to  receive  the 
email,  separate  off  the  header  leaving  just 
the  log,  then  save  the  log  as  a  text  file,  im¬ 
port  that  text  file  into  our  spreadsheet  and 
process  the  log.  That  way  we  can  verify  the 
claimed  score  versus  what  we  actually  find 
in  the  log,  including  all  the  associated  data 
we  need  for  our  results  information  on  our 
website  each  year.  To  that  end,  we  are  go¬ 
ing  to  try  and  expand  the  information  that 
we  hope  gets  included  in  our  "header"  in¬ 
cluded  with  the  log.  If  we  can  get  that  in 
place,  with  all  the  information  we  need  for 
a  complete  entry  included  in  the  header,  it 
is  possible  that  we  can  eliminate  the  dupe 
sheet.  Perhaps  that  will  lead  to  eliminating 
the  need  for  a  summary  sheet  too. 

RESULTS 

For  the  fourth  time  in  a  row,  a  single 
operator  mobile  station,  using  CW  only, 
won  the  2006  WIQP  Wl  plaque,  and  also 
for  the  fourth  time  in  a  row,  the  same  club 
won  our  Wl  Club  Competition  plaque.  We 
had  27  clubs  enter  this  year. 

The  2006  plaque  for  the  highest  scor¬ 
ing  Single  Operator  in  Wisconsin  goes  to 
all  CW  entry  John  Baumgarten,  N0IJ,  from 
Duluth,  MN.  John's  mobile  traveled 
through  17  Wisconsin  counties,  doing  581 
total  Qs,  with  65  multipliers  and  8,000  bo¬ 
nus  points,  for  a  total  of  121,295  points.  He 
contacted  28  counties,  35  states  and  2 
Provinces  in  his  journey.  John  has  never 
won,  although  he  has  been  a  participant  for 
many  years.  John  is  a  member  of  the  Min¬ 
nesota  Wireless  Association  radio  group. 
Enjoy  your  plaque  John,  you  earned  it. 

The  2006  plaque  for  the  Wisconsin 
Club  Competition  goes  to  Fond  du  Lac 
Amateur  Radio  Club.  If  there  is  a  word  like 
fourpeat,  it  belongs  to  them.  They  had  19 
stations  enter  this  year,  producing  a  total 
point  value  of  466,739  points.  Congratula¬ 
tions  to  all  of  you  who  are  members  of 
FDARC. 

The  2006  plaque  for  the  highest  scor¬ 
ing  Single  Operator  outside  of  Wisconsin 
goes  to  Pete  Stafford,  K2PS,  who  lives  in 


NJ.  This  is  Pete's  first  win  in  WIQP  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge.  Pete  did  166  CW 
Qs  and  21  phone  Qs  with  58  Wl  counties, 
for  his  30,711  total  point  win.  Congratula¬ 
tions  Pete. 

The  Single  Operator  Fixed  category, 
our  most  popular,  was  won  by  Don  Strom, 
W0EAR,  who  traveled  from  Shoreview, 
MN,  to  Burnett  County  in  Wisconsin  to 
operate.  Don  made  221  CW  Qs  and  291 
phone  Qs  with  40  counties,  48  states  and  4 
Canadian  Provinces,  a  total  of  100  multi¬ 
pliers.  His  final  score  totals  110,450  points. 
Congratulations  Don. 

The  Single  Operator  Technician  cate¬ 
gory  produced  a  surprise  this  year.  We  had 
TWO  stations  with  the  exact  same  score. 
Brian  Long,  KB9LRD,  did  209  phone  Qs 
with  16  counties,  and  one  state,  for  a  total 
score  of  10329.5,  traveling  thru  10  coun¬ 
ties.
